' An Editorial 


ONLY eight weeks after being re-elected with a pledge 
of peace, President Roosevelt has made his most 
war-like utterance. , 


In his speech Sunday night, the President told the 
people in effect: we are practically in the war now; we 
are going to get in deeper; and if you don’t like it, you 
had better -keep quiet. 


The President added new fuel to the interchange of 
challenges between him and Hitler. His latest challenge 
was his most belligerent one. It will undoubtedly evoke 
Hitler’s most belligerent reply, which in turn will give 
rise to still sharper challenges. This road has but one 
destination: war. 


Gone were the previous pretenses that aid to Britain 
would be “short-of-war.” That phrase was now discarded 
as having outlived its usefulness. Instead we were told 
that the country is in its greatest emergency “since James- 
town and Plymouth Rock.” The intention of such words 
is evident: to frighten the people into thinking that the 
country is lost unless they deliver themselves blindfolded 
and bound hand and foot, over to the President and his 
war policy. 


¢ hws President put on this bogey-man act because he 

knows that the war fever has failed to prove con- 
tagious among the masses of people. Even the latest 
Gallup Poll, with all its twistings and turnings, reports 


that 88 per cent of the people are opposed to joining 
the war. 


The ‘President attempted to play on the honest and 
sincere hatred which the American people feel for Hitler- 
ism. Painting the disastrous consequences of a Nazi vic- 
tory, he pretended that the people of the world had some- 
thing better to expect from an Anglo-American imperialist 


victory. He conveniently forgot what the American peo- . 


ple will not forget: that last time the Kaiser and the 
“Huns” went down to defeat before this same Anglo- 
American alliance—with the result that the world got 
unemployment, Hitler and a new and still more terrible 
war. 


Hitler says that Germany is “endangered” by Britain 
and that his cause is therefore a “holy” one. Roosevelt 
says that America is “endangered” by Germany and there- 
fore his cause is “holy.” Hitler ties the innocent German 
people to the war chariot under the banner of national 
“socialism.”

VL The Trial Draws to 
A Close 


It was the fourth morning. The 
frail beardless boy came into the 
courtroom. Amid a profound 
astonishment he spoke: 

“I am George Henry Hoyt. I 
am a member of the Massachu- 
setts bar and I have come to 
assist in Captain Brown's de- 
fense.” 

The court was astir with de- 
rision and mistrust. Andrew Hun- 
ter instantly protested: “Mr. Hoyt 
is unknown to us. Let him prove 
his position under the Massachu- 
setts bar, his right to practice in 
this court.” 

“We have no need of assist- 
ance,” said Botts coldly. 

“I do not know Mr. Hoyt,” said 
the old man. “But I request his 
help, as one in sympathy with 
me.” 

“T regret that I have no formal 
proof at the moment,” said the 
youth. “But I shall be willing to 
take no active part until my sta- 
tus is established.” 


Spy, thought Andrew Hunter, 
damned Yankee spy. 

“J see no reason,” said Judge 
Parker, “to object against addi- 
tional counsel. I suggest that 
formal proof be dispensed with 
for the present. Let the oath be 
administered.” 


“. , so help me God... .” 
George Henry Hoyt entered 
within the counsel's railing; took 
a place beside the old man's 
pallet. The prosecution con- 
tinued, Hunter addressing the 
Court: ‘ 

“. . And the evidence shows 
without a shadow of a question 
that when the defendant went to 
Virginia and planted his feet at 
Harper's Ferry, he came there to 
reside, and to hold the place per- 
manently. True, he occupied a 
farm four or five miles off’ in 
Maryland, but not for the legiti- 
mate purpose of establishing his 
domicile there. No, for the hel- 
lish purpose of rallying forces 
into the Commonwealth and es-. 
tablishing himself at the Ferry, 
as the starting point for a new 
government. Whatever it was, 
whether tragical, or farcical and 
ridiculous, as the learned counsel 
for the defense have just pre- 
sented it, his conduct showed, if 


that his provisional government 
was a real thing and no debating 
society, and in holding office un- 
der it and exercising its functions, 
he was clearly guilty of treason. 
As to conspiring with slaves and 
rebels the law says the prisoner 
is equally guilty, whether insur- 
rection is made or not. Advice 
may be given by actions:as well 
as words. When you put pikes 
in the hands of slaves and have 
their masters captive, that is ad- 
vice to rebel. It is punishable with 
death.” 

Now Harding began the exami- 
nation of witnesses to support his 
colleague’s denunciation. Lew 
Washington .. . Joseph Brua.... 
And omte again by these brief 
sober affirmations the whole mad 
Ferry thrust was evoked. Then 
Andrew Hunter rose. He drew 
some papers from the old black 
carpet-bag on the table. He began, 
wihout comment, to read:

ANTI-WAR MOVE LEADS 

In the last hours of the confer- 
ence today, two petitions. one caill- 
ing for aid to Britain, fathered sec- 
retly by Lash, and the other de- 
manding a no-loans, no-credit, 
Stay-out-of-war policy sponsored 
by a group of Vassar delegjates, were 
circulated aimong the students. 
Final tallies reported were 71 sig- 
natures from ?7 colleges for the 
Vassar petition, and omly 15 for 
Lash’s—this out of a total of 143 
delegates? 

ISS's concerted attempt to make 
forced labor camps palatable to the 
students by labelling them “volun- 
tary” and denying any Adminis- 
tration connection with them was 
given the lie by Mrs. Roosevelt her- 
self when this honorary member of 
ISS’s board appeared to state that 
She was for a compulsory labor 
camp system and supported ISS’s 
“voluntary” program just because 
itfwould pave the way to forced la- 
Zor camps. 

No general student backing for 
forced li2bor camps was evident. The 
bulk of the questions read aloud by 
Mrs. Roosevelt dealt with this is- 
sue and were phrased so that their 
writers’ antagonistic attitude was 
quite apparent.

Aubrey Williams NYA Adminis- 
trator in chiarge of transforming the 
youth projects into cheap-labor ad- 
juncts of the defense industries, led 
the symposiums on “Youth's 
Philosophy for Democracy.”

Detweil- 
er called for passage of the Amer- 
ican Youth Act and Miss Stokes, a 
Negro girl, bitterly condemned a 
jim-crow democracy “that turned 
thumbs on the Negro people of 
America.” Their speeches were 
warmly applauded. 

It was anything but a victory for 
the Lash-Roosevelt boys and giris. 
Tt proved to them again that the 
American student will only be at- 
tracted to an organization and a 
program that.fights for a free and 
better educational system and that 
preserves the student's need to pre- 
pare in peace and freedom for his 
working life as a useful citizen of 
iis country.

OKLAHOMA CITY, Dec. 30.— 
Cklahoma’s militart young folks, 
sroused at threats to their civil lib- 
erties and desire for peace, were on 
record today for “unconditional 
neutrality” and in the Buropean 
war and disapproving “the crimi- 
rial syndicalism law of the State of 
Oklahoma.” 

Overcoming attempts to disrupt 
their fourth annual session of the 
Oklahoma Youth Legislature and 
competing with the American 
Legion-Governor  Pwhillips-inspired 
“Junior Legislature,” the delegates 
refused to budge from their pro- 
gressive stand. Supporting bills on 
civil liberties and peace, delegates 
from Y, farm, labor and Negro 
groups also urged passage of the 
Anti-Lynch Bill and Geyer Anti- 
Poll Tax Bill, reaffirmed affiliation 
to the American Youth Congress 
and authorized the incoming State 
Council to draft an Oklahoma 
Youth Act.

Highlight of the session wag the 
successful struggle of progressives 
to prevent disrupters from making 
the “Communist issue” the main 
topic and from barring the two 
Young Commumnis, League dele-

Fireworks flared in the demo- 
cratic rights commission when 
resolutions condemning attacks on 
the academic freedom,. religious 
minority, trade union and political 
fronts were introduced.

Angna Enters, Master 
Of Provocative Satire 


acter actress, a painter, cost 
poet.

That versatile artist, Angna Enters, is back again, this 
time at the Alvin Theatre where she is showing a very full 
hill. Miss Enters is a dancer, a pantomimist, a creative char- 


ume designer, dramatist and 
for any one person to be. 


It happens, however, that Miss 
Enters is one of the finest protean 
artists of the stage. For two hours 
she runs through a series of char- 
acterizations set to music which 
not only have variety,.but which 
are more than lithographs. In fact, 
she says a great deal about society 
without uttering a single word. Her 
plastic body, her handling of cos- 
tumes, drapes, bits of cloth, prop- 
erties, are woven into a conyincing 
and critical story in her fourteen 
current offerings. Amd there is an 
almost malicious glee in her_treat- 
ment of subject matter. 


Graceful 
Raillery 


At the very beginning of her per- 
formance, Miss Enters mocks not 
only the entire school of aesthetic 
dancing but mocks herself as well. 
The title is “Delsarte” and she runs 
through a series of postures which 
are exaggerated so slightly that 
they can hardly be differentiated

from the real thing. Later in the 


\she varies this satire, only to come 
back to a suave and graceful han- 
dling of similar poses in “Queen of 
Heaven” with its pre-Raphaelite 
miood and its exquisite quiet rail- 
lery. 

Several of Miss Enters’ pieces 
have been done before. One is the 
remarkable “Boy Cardinal,” with 
its scathing comment on the Span- 
ish Catholic hierarchy, the recrea- 
tions of a lascivious young prince 
of the church who conducts a flir- 
tation as he paces up and down. 
The entire story of hypocrisy, dis- 
illusionment, materialist profligacy 
and venal corruption is told in ges- 
tures, pursing of lips, wide rolling 
of eyes. Another fine Spanish con- 
ception precedes “Boy Cardinal,” 
the Pavana, which portrays the 
vicious mediaeval Spanish noble- | 
woman who submits to priestly rule 
while furiously plotting against the 
rulers. 

Less successful was Miss Enters’ 
broad satirization of Nazi leaders 
in “A Modern Totalitarian Hero.” 
It had its moments of mockery, but 
the use of a mask obscured Miss 
Enters’ own dominating face. Of 
excellent dramatic timbre is her 
“Aphrodisiac — Green Hour” in 
which she portrays the bitter co- 
cotte of the Paris boulevards who 
drinks her absinthe and vainly 
strives to find the man who will 
pay her for her favors. 


Satirizes 
Decadent Mores 


There is real self-satire in “Ar- 
tist’s Life’ in which Miss Ehters 
jibes at the woman artist who goes 
in for oils. In this indelicate satire 
she daubs a glorious post-impres- 
sionist-cubist primitive which she 
gleefully awards to a member of the 
audience. And speaking of indeli- 
cacy, she straight-arms the audi- 
ence out of its seat with her frank 
and unadulterated truth about. a 
harem lady in “Odalisque.” 

It is a pleasure to recommend 
Miss Enters’ fine program to your 
consideration.

Since following a score while 
listening to music is an excellent 
way to probe more deeply into the 
‘content of the composition; music 
students will welcome this volume 
which collects the scores of 
Beethoven's quartets, trios, quintets 
and various ensemble works which 
are infrequently heard. 

The size of the type is.the usual 
pocket score size, but the publish- 
ers have obviated the need for in- 
cessant page turning by placing 
four of the-pocket-size pages on a 
single page. In addition, the editor 
of the series, Albert E. Wier, has 
laboriously gone through the music 
placing a system of arrows pointing 
to the various staffs where the most. 
important melodic or structuraél de- 
velopment happens to be taking 
place. Undoubtedly, this may prove 
of help to many students. With 
practice, the student can follow 
this development himself. 

Of course, there is no. hard and 
fast definition as to what consti- 
tutes the “main development” at 
any single moment in the score, 
since it is the total effect which 
carries the total content of the 
music. Students would do well not 
to forget this while they make use 
of the reading aid which Mr. Wier 
has provided for them. 

Incidentally, when will it be pos- 
sible for students in this country 
to procure large-sized scores with 
large type at cheap prices? M. H.
